AS GOAL IN THIS 
YEAR'S DRIVE 
BY UNITED FUND 


Increase of 4 Pct. Over 
Last Year — Cam- 
paign Opens Oct. 8 


— St. Charles Agen- 


cies to Be Included. ‘ 


A United Fund goal of $8,- 
‘698,842 for this year’s campaign, 
Oct. 8, was announced 
by Kenton R. Cravens, 
president of the health and wel- 
fare agency representing 127 
health, welfare and character- 
building. agencies in the St. 
Louis area. 


The goal is $348,842, or 4 per 
cent, larger than the $8,250,000 
goal of last year’s drive. It in- 
cludes $54,255 for 10 welfare 
agencies in St. Charles and St. 
Charles county, which joined 
United Fund yesterday. 

A total of $8,252,465 in con- 
tributions and, pledges was ob- 
tained in last year’s drive. The 
amount was £2465 more than 
the goal. 


* Executives’ Breakfast. 


Cravens announced the 1957- 
58 goal at a breakfast at Hotel 
Statler attended by 100 business 
executives whose services have 
been made available for the 
campaign by their firms. 

The increase over the amount 
sought last year became neces- 
sary because of a rise in cost 
of operations, Cravens said. He 
emphaszied, however, that the 
goal provided no increased ad- 
ministrative or fund - raising 
costs for the United Fund itself, 
which he said has one of the 
best records in the country for 
economical operation. 

Cravens pointed to a saving 
of $40,000 in fund operations 
ir. the last year, which he said 
provided “the best example of 
economy of. operation of which 
we were tapable and provided 
the. ‘agencies with as much 
money as possible.”

Fought O’Dwyer. 

His frustrating political ca- 
reer hit its high in 1950 when 
he launched a re for 
mayor of New York City. His 
unsuccessful. campaigh against 
William O’Dwyer was based on 
charges of corruption in City 
Hall. 

In the battle against O’Dwyer, 
he set up what he called a “good 
government foundation.” Its 
purpose, he said, was to “ex- 
pose corruption in public office 
everywhere,” including New 
York City. 

At that time Ryan “had a 
home in the city but his voting 
address was a 3400-acre turkey 
farm at Allamuchy, N. J. 

He also entered the political 
scene in New Jersey. He was a 
delegate from New Jersey to 
the 1948 Republican National 
Convention.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (AP) 

—The 5 per cent drop in United 
States exports of domestic mer- 
chandise between June and July 
reflected decreases in all major 
categories of goods, the Com- 
merce Department said. 
The department had an- 
nounced earlier that July ex- 
ports totaled $1,674,500,000 com- 
pared to $1,768,900,000 in June. 
The July 1956 figure was $1,- 
627,500,000. 

Exports of crude foodstuffs 
dropped from $133,500,000 to 
$97,500,000, with wheat ship- 
ments alone declining from 
$91,500,000 to $51,000,000. 

Shipments of crude materials 
fell from $248,500,000 to $224.- 
500,000. The major declines 
were in exports of unmanu-

“What do ‘they ask the for- 
eigners about? First, they al- 
ways ask the banal question: 
‘What kind rf a life do you 
have?’ and ‘How do ordinary 
people live in your country?’

This table is instructive in several respects. 
It shows all too clearly that Missouri and all its 
neighbors — Illinois, Iowa, Nebraska, Kansas, 
Oklahoma, Arkansas, Tennessee and Kentucky 
—are expected to grow less than the national 
average. This is due in large part to the mech- 
anization of farming with the result that rela- 
tively fewer men are needed in agriculture. But 
the metropolitan areas of these states do not 
need to fall behind in ‘The natjonal procession. 
New industrial development is being planned 
every day. Missouri and its neighbors should 
be obtaining their fair share. An excellent case 
can be made for using the resource and trans- 
portation facilities of the nation’s heartland. 

We repeat what we have said on previous oc- 
casions: Missouri ought to take the lead in a 
frank recognition of this situation and invite 
its neighbors to join in an over-all attack on it. 

Blair had the ap 
pointment of a state commission under advise- 
ment. Perhaps he now can take up where he 
left off. 


The last state on the list in terms of growth— 
in this case, terms of loss—is most interesting.

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Everyone Can Help 

From the president of the Red Cross, retired 
Gen. Alfred M. Gruenther, comes the announce- 
ment that the Red Cross’s disaster reserve fund 
has been wiped out. Why this is so will be 
clear to anyone who recalls the demands on the 
$12,000,000 reserve for relief of disasters in the 
last two years. 

First came the New England floods of 1955 
which took a heavy toll in life and property. 
These floods were followed by a succession of 
disasters — floods, tornadoes and storms — cli- 
maxed with hurricane Audrey éarlier this sum- 
mer. More than $50,000,000 was expended in 
the relief of suffering and homelessness in this 
period. Were a new disaster to strike, the Red 
Cross would need to make an emergency appeal 
for funds. ’ 

What a fine thing it would be if the American 
people without being asked would begin now re- 
plenishing the Red Cross disaster fund which 
will be urgently needed one of these days. 
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Tremors in Thailand 

There are straws in the wind which indicate 
that Thailand, long a bastion of the West in 
Southeast Asia, is leaning toward Red China. 
If it goes behind the Bamboo Curtain it will 
mean that Burma, already infiltrated by Peiping 
on the north, will be open all along its eastern 
flank to further infiltration and pressure. And 
the United States will have suffered another 
diplomatic defeat. 

The indications may have been overlooked 
partly because Thailand has since World War IL 
ended been almost solidly pro-Western. But a 
few months ago the newspapers began to be 
unfavorable to the United States. Two cabinet 
ministers resigned last month, strengthening 
reports that a steadily growing opposition party 
is going to cause trouble for Premier Pibul 
Songgram, an ardent friend of the West. This 
week, 61 of the 246 members of Parliament, all 
army officers, quit Pibul’s party. 

This is the first time that the postwar Thai 
It

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Still Possible But Not Probable 


W.W.O.M.*, the Cardinals have cut the Braves’ 
lead to four and a half games, meaning that it 
is time to sharpen the pencil and scrutinize the 
laws of probability once more. 

The Cards have 15 games left to play, meeting 
every team except Philadelphia. Over the 
season as a whole, the Cards have beaten every 
team except Brooklyn, but mostly by narrow 
margins. If during the rest of this month they 
should perform as well against each club as 
they have done hitherto, they could reasonably 
expect to win no more than 10 games, which 
would make a total of 90, which probably will 
not be enough. 

The Braves, on the other hand, have beaten 
every team in the league up to now except the 
Cards, and generally beaten them more decisive- 
ly than St. Louis has. For example, they've 
taken 15 out of 21 from Pittsburgh and 16 out 
of 19 from Cincinnati. On form, the Braves 
ought to win 10 of their remaining games with- 
out too much trouble. That would make a sea- 
son’s total of 94, which ought to be enough. 

However—one word that makes baseball what 
it is—not much would be required to upset 
these probabilities. If the Cards should win both 
their remaining games from Brooklyn, instead 
of only one, and 2 out of 3 from Cincinnati, and 
3 out of 3 from the Braves, they could wind up 
with 92 victories. And if at the samé time Mil- 
waykee lost to New York and Cincinnati a cou- 
ple of games it is supposed on form to win, the 
Braves could wind up with 91 victories, or a 
strong but inadequate second. 

So that’s how the mathematics of it stand—a 
world’s series at Grand and Dodier this year 
being possible, but not probable, and even that 
being ringed around with provideds, which is 
the other word that makes baseball what it is.

Let’s Be Sensible About the Flu

Americans might not be more worried about ‘Asian flu’ than 
any other form of influenza if it did not have foreign name, 
writer says; symptoms and treatment are no different from those 
of other types; no threat to life of normally healthy person. 


John Lear, Science Editor, in The Saturday Review 


Influenza got its name in the ancient 
city of Flerence, whose citizens blamed 
their aches and sneezes on the bad in- 
fluence of certain stars. On and off for 
400 subsequent years those stars have 
been conspiring—with a virus that flits 
like a comet, we learned in oo 
people here below have been cou 
and going to bed until boredom sends 
them wobbling back to work. 

Yet in all that time the influence: 
has been really bad only once, during 
the great pandemic of 1918-19. Millions 
died then, not of “flu” but of pneu- 
monia and other complications which 
came to be pinned on “flu.” Every 
other “flu” epidemic has been mild. 


» That is quite a remarkable record. 
It ought to be kept in mind in ,the 
growing hullabaloo over “the Asian 
flu” of 1957. If the word “Asian” 
weren’t tacked onto the name we'd 
almost expect to come down with a 
spell of “flu” sometime during the 
coming winter. And we wouldn't fear 
anything worse than a few days’ misery. 


“The Asian flu” (A/JAP/305/57 is 
its scientific name) has traveled com- 
pletely around the earth since it broke 
out in Northern China last January. 

From everything medical scientists 
know about it, “the Asian flu” is clear- 
ly not a dangerous threat to the life of 
a normally healthy individual. The only 
foreseeable threat is indirect, and it 
lies in the damage that could be done 
if even a mild indisposition were to 
send too many people to bed. 


Mass Produced Vaccine 


Doctors might be away from their 
offices when patients needed them. 

Policemen might be away from their 
beats when the juvenile delinquents 
were rowdiest. 

Telephone men, electricians, plumb- 
ers, and gasoline repairmen might be 
unavailable at inconvenient moments. 

It takes no vivid imagination to pic- 
ture what could happen to shops, stores, 
offices, and factories if one in every 
five workers were home simultaneously 
nursing “flu.” And one in five is the 
estimated number of victims “the Asian 
flu” may attack if it starts to spread 
as expected after the children go back 
to school for the fall term of study. 

Because we make so little use of 
“flu”-preventive vaccine normally, the 
six drug houses which are licensed by 
the United States Public Health Serv- 
ice to manufacture the stuff have never

policemen, firemen, teachers, transport 
workers, telephone operators; (4) 
building custodians, elevator operators, 
key industrial-professional personnel.

Health Service and Priorities 


The United States Public Health 
Service, badly singed by attempts to 
allocate the distribution of vaccine 
against polio, has no wish to become 
involved in “flu” priorities. It has 
merely asked the vaccine makers to 
divide their output among the 48 states 
in ratio to the population. But it has 
promised to keep tabs on the vaccine 
supply. 

Vaccination As ineffective after an 
infection is present. In the case of 
“flu” it probably is ineffective at any 
time that “flu” is prevalent in the 
neighborhood. For the “flu” virus ap- 
parently is carried in microscopic drop- 
lets from the throats and lungs of peo- 
ple who are not.yet sick. “Flu” car- 
riers don’t need to cough to affect 
others; all they need to do is breathe. 

Ordinarily, “flu” epidemics are lim- 
ited in scope because a large per- 
centage of us have had the stuff before 
and our blood contains antibodies to 
kill off the invading antigens. The 
virus mutates from year to year, but 
one year’s strain is usually not suf- 
ficiently different from last year’s to 
lay us low. The Asian mutation is dif- 
ferent in the sense that it contains 
some antigens doctors never saw be- 
fore (other antigens in it are familiar), 

none of us is likely to have anti- 
bodies against the newcomers,

Turpin Out in Tenth. 


OBINSON stopped Turpin 
R in their second meeting in 
the tenth round after Ray 
had suffered a badly cut eye. 
The injury made it necessary 
for Sugar to end the bout in 
that round or probably have 
the match stopped by the doc- 
tors during the intermission. 
Robinson went into a 
punching fury after the gash 
had been opened, and while 
he was unable to knock out 
Turpin, he had the English- 
man standing helplessly 
against the ropes when Ref- 
eree Ruby Goldstein stopped 
the fight. 

In all Robinson has held 
the middleweight title four 
times and previously held 
the welterweight champion- 
ship which Basilio now holds. 

Basilio does not have the 
natural ability of Robinson 
but by hard work he has built 
himself into a formidable 
ringman. He has a total of 
70 professional bouts, winning 
51, 26 by knockouts. He has 
lost 12 times and drew in 
seven. 

Most of Basilio’s losses 
came early in his career. be- 
fore he had really found him- 
self. Since 1953 he has lost 
but one match, that to Johnny 
Saxton in Chicago in -a -hotly 
disputed decision when Car- 
men lost the 147-pound title 
to Saxton. 

Their return bout was 
fought in Cleveland last-Feb. 
26 and Basilio, with a devas- 
tating attack, “knocked out 
Saxton in the second round. 

Only recently Saxton was 
knocked out again by Joe 
Miceli . . . and it was con- 
ceded that loss probably was 
due to the beating he had 
taken from Basilio previously.

These Predictions Are Based on Normal Water and Weather Conditions. 


Ideal fishing conditions prevail on most of the streams. 
Cool nights and normal water levels hold promise of the best 
early-fall angling in many years. There are a few areas on the 
Gasconade that are murky but clearing. The extreme lower 
portion of the Meramec in St. Louis county is dingy. Black 
river below Keener in Wayne county also is off color. This 
stream should furnish excellent black bass fishing when Clear- 
water lake returns to normal level the latter part of this month. 
Most of the Jacks Fork is reported too low for float fishing. 
Fallen leaves are a handicap to surface lure anglers on the 
deep holes in the streams. 


All of the lakes, their arms and tributaries are clear. Three 
jack salmon (walleyes) were recently caught at the Lead Hill 
area of Bull Shoals having a combined weight of 27 pounds, 14 
ounces. An eight-pounder was creeled at the Buck Creek area. 
The Niangua arm of the Lake of the Ozarks is another hot 
spot for jack salmon. Good catches of channel catfish are 
being made in the extreme upper reaches of Clearwater lake. 
White bass angiing has improved on most of the impound- 
ments. Good stringers of black bass are being taken on the 
Gravois arm of the Lake of the Ozarks. Crappie fishing is 
outstanding on both Wappapello and the Lake of the Ozarks. 
Good catches of hefty black bass are reported from Reelfoot 
in Tennessee. Paul Graning of St. Louis set a new rainbow 
trout record for Arkansas with a 13-pound, 12-ounce fish taken 
from the upper end of the White Hole below Bull Shoals dam. 

Weekend prediction: Many anglers lay aside their tackle 
at this time of the year when fishing is at its best. September 
and October are the two most productive months for float fish- 
ing. The lunkers on the lake begin their fall foraging during 
these months when weather and water conditions usually are 
perfect from the angler’s viewpoint. Surface lures and large 
shiners are best baits. Plastic worms best for trout at Roaring 
River, Montauk and Bennett Spring.

Advisery Group.

American ad- 
visers are stationed with them 
on Matsu and one other island, 
Quemoy in the south.

The island is decorated with 
the trappings of a Korean-style 
war — honeycombed with ugly 
barbed wire, trenches, pillboxes, 
gun emplacements and a deep 
underground network of cement 
fortifications. 

The American barracks are 
not underground. But they are 
tucked away between two hills 
in a spot which the American-. 
trained Nationalist Chief of 
Staff describes as “the safest 
place on the island—unless they 
get a direct hit.” 

Nationalist Chinese radar 
works day and night. But For- 
mosa is 125 miles away and 
the Americans could easily be 
trapped if. the Reds launched 
an invasion on Matsu. 

The United States ig commit- 
ted to defend Formosa, but not 
the offshore islands of Quemoy 
and Matsu unless President 
Eisenhower gives the word. 

American officers here can't 
say whether they would stay or 
run if the Reds attack. 

There is no airstrip on the 
island. Seaplanes have to land 
offshore and have p rs 
come out in small boats. But 
there is a 60-ft power launch 
the Americans might escape in 
— if they have enough time. 

Little Tension, 

Opposite them on the Chinese 
mainland are several hundred 
thousand Communist Chinese 
troops and hyndreds of Com- 
munist gun positions. But there 
is little tension here among the 
Americans or the Chinese. 

The United States advisers 
are helping the Chinese in com- 
munications, artillery, intelli- 
gence evaluation, engineering 
and several other fields. 

The G.Ls are assigned to 
Matsu for three to four months. 
Some like it and spend longer 
tours. 

Pfc. Thomas A. Kennedy of 
Cincinnati, winding up six 
months here, says the duty has 
been good. 

“It’s always better in a small 
outfit. Besides, you can save 
money here,” says the 33-year- 
old radio operator who fought 
through the Pacific war with 
the Eleventh Airborne Division. 

The senior enlisted man on 
the island agrees. “Sure you 
can save money,” says M-Sgt. 
Wilfred A. Hardwick. “There's 
nothing to spend it on.” 

Hardwick, 44, of Gladstone, 
Mich., has been on Matsu four 
months. 

Live Comfortably. 

The Americans live comforta- 
bly.. They have modern showers 
and sanitary facilities. Electric 
ceiling fans help relieve the 
heat and they sleep under mos- 
qguito nets. 

A Chinese cook who was born 
on Matsu serves them “better 
chow than we'd have on For- 
mosa,” according to Ens. Edwin 
W. Sharp of Lexington, Ky., 
who is the only Navy man 
among the advisers. 

Afternoon volleyball games, 
officers against enlisted men, 
and free movies five nights a 
week are the major forms of 
recreation.

On Call 24 Hours A Day. 

It’s not an 8-to-5 job here. 
The G.I.’s frequently work 
seven days a week and are on 
call 24 hours a day.

“You're either climbing up 
into or climbing down out of 
to get anywhere on the island,” 
says Capt. Robert H. Newell of 
Atlanta, Ga., who has been here 
three months. 

The advisers make weekly 
trips to the four other nearby 
islands, including Kaoteng, 
which is only five and a half 
miles from the Red China 
coast. 

Officers such as Maj. Ken-

Staton, whose family lives in 
Wadena, Minn., hopes to be 
home for Christmas and a first 
look at his youngest daughter. 

Capt. Donald Worth Jr. of 
Locust Point, N.J., is a 40-year- 
old Army communications spe- 
cialist who has been here only 
three weeks but finds it “good 
experience.” 

“The people of Formosa don’t 
get to work as closely with the 
Chinese as we do here,” says 
Worth. 

Some Drawbacks. 

But there are drawbacks to 
Matsu. American military per- 
sonnel have no contact with the 
civilian population and none 
of them have the Chinese girl 
friends they could have if they 
were in Taipei. 

Only one of the Americans, 
Maj. John L. Scull Jr. of Phila- 
delphia, has his family on Fore 
mosa. He’s entitled to see them 
three times a month, | 

The small group of Ameri- 
cans here see few newspapers, 
magazines are always late and 
mail comes in by seaplane only 
twice a week.

By way of answer, 
the Public Health Service 
points out that the new strain 
of influenza will cause the in- 
dividual acute discomfort and 
will cost industry a substantial 
loss of man-hours. 

In addition, “we cannot say 
with absolute certainty that 
Asian flu will not get worse, 
from the standpoint of lethal 
effects and complications, when 
it hits the United States in epi- 
demic proportions,” Dr. William 
H. Stewart, assistant to Surgeon 
General Leroy E. Burney, told 
the Post-Dispatch. 

Stewart, who has a major re- 
sponsibility for the Asian flu 
program, emphasized in an in- 
terview that all experience with 
the disease @us far indicates it 
will be responsible for compar- 
atively few fatalities.

ANKARA, Turkey, Sept. 123 
(AP)—A bill designed to hinder 
the opposition’ in the next elec- 
tion by restricting party alli- 
ances was pushed through a 
stormy session of Parliament 
last night by Premier Men- 
deres’s Democratic party. 


With the opposition abstain- 
ing, the single-chamber Parlia- 
ment advanced the election 
seven months to Oct. 27 and 
then dissolved itself. The new 
Parliament will convene Nov. 1. 

There js a possibility the op- 
position may boycott the elec- 
tions. An opposition strategy 
meeting was scheduled today. 

The three main opposition 
parties—the Republicans, Free- 
dom and Nation parties—have 
charged that Menderes’s gov- 
etnment is rapidly losing popu- 
larity. They say he- advanced 
the elections because present 
limited prosperity is expected 
to give way to serious economic 
troubles by next May. 

The opposition groups have 
been seeking to form a united 
front against the Democrats but 
the new bill requires each party 
to run a complete ticket instead 
of combining tickets.

How would this 
contrast look on television, I wonder (but not for 
long). It would look terrible. Television can barely 
distinguish between a pine tree and a Marine stand- 
ing at attention.

WE HAVE HAD distinguished playwrights, novel- 
ists, comedians and other double-domes hand down a 
true bill, whose main indictment is that television is 
mostly trash. Of course it is. It is a medium of 
popular entertainment in an age when the mass-man 
is the only audience that counts. Imagine condemning 
Victorian literature because the penny gay put 
out for kitchen maids, were not written by Dickens, 
Thackeray, Hardy or Mark Twain. 

I sympathize with the members of the grand jury 
but I suspect that they are the victims of a smooth, 
and irrelevant, line of talk from the prosecutor. Tele- 
vision is a medium of communications, no more and no 
less culpable in itself than the invention of printing. 
Nobody that I know of has condemned W Cax- 
ton for having made possible the universal popularity 
of Mickey Spillane. If television can also exhibit the 
mind of Frank Lloyd Wright, the acting of James 
Daly in “Lee at Gettysburg,” the dancing of Jose 
Limon in Purcell’s “Moor’s Revenge,” we should be 
grateful for incidental luxuries that were not in the 
mind of the man who designed the cathode tube or the 
manufacturers. who captured the medium for the sin- 
gle purpose of boosting their sales of breakfast cereal 
and hair-rinses, 


x « * 

THESE MEN, who won the medium long ago (over 
the, protests of —guess who?—the Hon. Herbert 
Hoover) know that most people deserve what they get; 
and they give it to them. This is honest and straight- 
forward, The only hypocrites in this weary cultural 
argument are the network officials who periodically 
put out pompous surveys, written in Federal prose, 
pretending that while they appear to us to be mer- 
chants of soap and jiffy steak, they are actually dedi- 
cated to the advancement of learning. 

What is wrong with television, it seems to me, is 
nothing so high-flown. It is that at the moment the 
image, the picture you see, is fit only for visual 
morons. It is commonly less subtle than the early 
films of the Keystone Kops. It cannot safely discrim- 
inate an animal from a vegetable or mineral in any- 
thing farther than a medium shot. We have‘a notice- 
ably worse image than the British and the French. 
And I am shocked to hear, from a Republican of cer- 
tified loyalty, that the Russians have the best image 
of all,

NOW HERE IS really something for the Senate to 
investigate. For it surely must have something to do 
with the control of patents; with the over-production 
of millions of the huge ugly boxes we call TV sets;

E was working on a power 
H project in East St. Louis 

when World War I started, 
so he decided to be a flyer. 
Having always been as he puts 
it, “a fanatic on anything that 
goes up in the air,” he had 
already had a brief career as 
a balloonist. 


Capt. John Berry was floating 
around over St. Louis quite a 
bit in those days. The,captain, 
who died in 1931, was a pioneer 
balloonist who came to St. Louis 
in 1898. There wasn’t a lot of 
money in ballooning, so he ran 
a restaurant, and made flights 
on the side. He and some St. 
Louis men formed a company 
to build a dirigible, But there 
was a misunderstanding and 
one of the partners shot Capt. 
Berry in the leg. He sued, and 
with the money he was awarded, 
he bought a new gas balloon 
and won the first National Bal- 
loon race, held in Indianapolis 
in 1909, and became famous. 
The balloon was named “The 
University City.” 


Anyway, Bell had looked up 
Capt, Berry and had made a 
number of balloon flights with 
him. But he came to the con- 
clusion that the balloon wasn’t 
the answer. 


“In fact,” Bell says now, 
“there’s nothing to them. You 
ascend rather rapidly, then you 
reach a given height and you 
start floating. You have no con- 
trol over your direction, and the 
balloon keeps turning around 
and around and pretty soon it 
looks like the landscape is 
whirling around, so you decide 
to come down; You pull a rope 
which runs up through the gas 
bag to a valve at the top. This 
lets some of the gas out of the 
bag, and you come down again.” 

Bell couldn’t see much of a 
future for balloons, so he tarned 
to the airplane. He tried to en- 
list in the Observation Squad- 
ron. He couldn’t qualify as a 
prospective Air Corps pilot, but 
when they learned that he was 
an expert on internal combus- 
tion engines they snatched him 
up as a mechanical instructor. 
He spént the war teaching 
young flyers and mechanics 
what makes an internal combus- 
tion engine work, and in return 
the young pilots secretly taught 
him how to fly. 

“I guess it’s safe to tell that

came back to St. Louis and 
looked up Capt. Berry who, he 
had heard, was going to start a 
flying school. In 1916, when he 
was 67 years old, the veteran 
balloonist had learned to fly an 
airplane and was al] hepped up 
for a new career. 

“T discovered,” says Bell, 
“that all he had was an obso- 
lete, dilapidated plane which 
had been all but home made 
in the first place.” The Captain 
had already taken several spills 
while trying to get this plahe off 
the ground. 

Bel] told Capt. Berry he would 
go to work for him, but not with 
that plane. So Berry acquired a 
cracked-up Cannuck, which was 
a Canadian version of the Cur- 
tiss Jenny. But the Berry flying 
school never got off the ground. 

Bell heard about Robertson 
Aircraft, owned by Bill and 
Frank Robertson, aviation pio- 
neers and one-time employers of 
Lindbergh. They were operat- 
ing in Forest Park, taking peo- 
ple up in a Curtiss Jenny and 
buying surplus airplanes to «re- 
build and sell. When they need- 
ed more room they moved out of 
Forest Park and out to a wheat 
field which is now Lambert 
Field. Experienced airplane me- 
chanics were few and far be- 
tween then, and they were more 
than happy to hire Ben. 

Bell worked hard and he was 
happy, because there was noth- 
ing he liked better than working 
on airplanes. It was along about 
1923 that Bell designed his first 
airplane and what was probably 
the first completely inclosed 
cabin plane.

ame, it was just that Bell was 
away ahead of his time. He 
yuflt another plane too, a small, 
three-place job with a new wing 
curve which he had envisioned. 
There was a young pilot around 
then named Lindbergh, and 
Bell got him to test it. On 
the first flight it seemed to be 
superior in a lot of ways to 
most planes of the day. But 
Lindbergh wanted to take it up 
again and see what it did in : 
spin. What it did in a spin was 
refuse to come out of it. Lind- 
bergh jumped and the plane 
was demolished. 

Lindbergh and Bell became 
good friends, and Bell remem- 


bers well the day Lindbergh 
came into the Robertson boys’ 
office and said he had a couple 
of thousand dollars saved, and 
if they would help him raise 
enough more to get the kind 
of plane he wanted, he thought 
he’d try for that $25,000 prize 
money by flying the Atlantic. 


“Funny -thing,” says Bell, 
“but knowing Lindy the way I 
did, I know he never dreamed 
that even if he did make the 
flight, it would build up into 
what’ it did. He was like the 
rest of us. It was all in a day’s 
work. He actually thought that 
if he could get about $8000 to- 
gether he could get a eplane, 
make the trip, pay back what 
he owed and have the balance 
as a nice little stake for him- 
self and soon the whole thing 
would be forgotten. I’ve often 
wondered if he would have done 
it if he’d known the magnitude 
of the thing.” 

The thirties came and went 
and Bell saw new and better 
engines and planes. Then World 
War II came along, and he 
found himself teaching again, 
at a ground school started by 
Robertson Aircraft. 

When his health began to 
fail, he tried to retire, but he 


was called back to be an in- 
spector of aircraft and gliders 


‘at McDonnell Aircraft. And 


they were putting jet engines 


in planes when Bell finally con- 
vinced everybody he wanted to 
retire. 

Ben wasn’t giving much 
thought to his approaching 
seventieth birthday. He agreed 
to come to St. Louis for a party 
his daughters wanted to give. 
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They are Mrs. Richard Napier 
of St. Clair and Mrs. O. E. 
Helmich of St. Louis. Well, you 
can imagine Ben’s suprise when 
he saw the people who had 
gathered there to pay tribute 
to him as a man who had made 
1 quiet but very important con-
